“And thine ears shall hear a word behind thee, saying, 
This.is the way, walk ye in it, when ye turn to the right hand, 
and when ye turn to the left. ”__Tsa, 30.21. 


Highway 51 is just ahead of us. There is not much time 


for maneuvering or changing 


the record made on Highway 


50. The year 1950 is quickly passing out of sight. There have 
been heartaches and sorrows, births and deaths, ups and 
downs, mistakes and failures, but they are in the past. There 
have been days of victory, moments of joy, hours of content- 
ment. For God’s manifold blessings, we give our heartfelt 


thanks. 
Now, with the Apostle Paul we 
should say, “Forgetting those 


things which are behind, and 
reaching forth unto those things 
which are before, I press toward 
the mark for the prize of the high 
calling of God in Christ Jesus.” 
We need to turn-from our failures 
and successes and press forward 
to do greater works for our Sav- 
iour. Let us remember the past 
only as it helps us avoid mistakes 
in the future. 

Ahead of us is a road, made up

While she slumbered God spoke to 
her. Just what God revealed we 
do not know, but He doubtless let 
her know that her husband was 
about to become involved in the 
world’s greatest tragedy and 
greatest crime. She said, “Look 
here, husband, don’t you get mix- 
ed up in this godless affair. I’ve 
been troubled in a dream about 
it. This is a good man. If the mob 
wants to murder Him, let it do 
so, but don’t you redden your 
hands with innocent blood.” 

Now, Pilate had the good sense 


‘| to listen to his wife, and he replied, 


“Tll tell you what. we'll do. This 
is the time of year when some 
notorious prisoner must be releas- 
ed.” That was done, as I under- 
stand it, as a commemoration of 
Israel’s release out of Egypt. Pi- 


late suggested, “We'll release 
Jesus.” 

But the mob said, “No! let 
Barabbas the robber go.” 

Then Pilate asked, “What shall 
I do with Christ?” 

And like demons from _ the 


depths of Hell, they cried, “The 
cross! The cross! Let Him be cru- 
cified; you’re no friend of Caesar 
if you don’t!” 

And when they said that they 
had him. Jesus had said He was 
a King, and Pilate knew that if 
he showed himself friendly to 


Jesus his hopes for the governor- 
ship would go glimmering. And 
that was Pilate—poor, pussyfoot- 
ing Pilate; he is about to fur- 
nish us an exhibition of the world’s 
champion fence-straddler. 

Yonder in prison lies Barabbas, 
the guilty robber; here stands 
Christ, the innocent Saviour. Now 
which shall it be? Tragic moment! 
Pilate’s name might have come 
down the ages crowned with glory 
and honor, but he stands tonight 
in pillory as a monster of iniquity 
because as an unscrupulous politi- 
cian he prostituted ‘his official 
trust, sinned against the voice of 
God and his own conscience, and 
sacrificed the Son of God to the 
passions of an infuriated mob. If 
he had only said, “Jesus is innocent 
and you can’t kill Him while I sit 
on the throne,” the world would be 
singing doxologies of praise to his 
name today. If he had only step- 
ped down from his throne, taken 
the crown from his own head, 
placed it on the brow of Jesus 
and wrapped his own purple robe 
about Him and said: “Take me and 
nail me to the cross, but let Jesus 
go,” he would be walking with 
the worthiest of the world tonight! 
But he said, “Wait! Bring me a 
basin——a bowl of water; now I

tryman can attest, Even as I pen 
these lines it brings up memories 
of cold mornings in the ski can- 
tonment in Pando, Colorado, where 
I frequently unlaced my tent door 
to welcome (7) 40 below zero 
temperatures. More often than not 
the weather was so cold that I 
would have gladly crawled back 
into my warm blankets, but I 
knew it was my duty to rise and 
‘| begin the day’s work. And so, in 
human life, God calls us to wake 
from the sleep of danger, indif- 
ference, laziness and sin, to be up 
and doing in His service and war- 


fare. 


“And if you go to war in your land against the enemy 
that oppresseth you, then ye shall blow an alarm with the 
trumpets: and ye shall be remembered before the Lord your 
God, and ye shall be saved from your enemies.” — 


When Moses led the children of Israel through the Wil- 
derness to the Promised Land, he made them observe strict 
army discipline, as a protection against their enemies, and 
also that the great host of men and women and children 
might readily and quickly obey his orders. They were divided 
into “tribes” or battalions, and companies, with proper lead- 
ers. Every night they pitched camp in an orderly manner 
and marched together instead of straggling by the way. All 
their movements were regulated by certain blasts on the 
trumpet, what we today should term “bugle calls.” We, too, 
like these Jews of old, are marching through the deserts of 
life towards Heaven our fatherland, with like dangers to 
meet and overcome, and we serve in a great army, the Chris- 
tian church. God has still His trumpet calls for us, though 
they do not sound upon the outward ear, but ring within our

Little friends, you 
will need to decide whether you 
want Jesus to be the Lion that 
is for you or the Lion that is a- 
gainst you. Open your Bible and 
read Revelation 5:5. 

Lions are noble animals. I am 
told that they seldom attack a 
man unless they think he is try- 
ing to hurt them. It is usually 
the old lions that attack the na- 
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tives in the forest because they 
have found that they can capture 
a man more easily than they can 
capture animals which run so rap- 
idly through the woods. 


The lion has a very beautiful 
face, Its face does not describe 
its feelings nearly so plainly as a 
person’s face does. When you look 
at a person’s face closely, you can 
tell whether he is happy, angry, 
discontented or satisfied. But the 
lion’s face looks contented and 
satisfied nearly all the time. Even 
when the'“king of-beasts” is fight- 
ing over a piece of meat in the 


cage its face looks rather calm 


and placid. You will never see a 
lion_look as though he is afraid 
of My thing. I suppose that is the 
reason God said in His Bible that 
the faces of the men of Gad were 
like the faces of lions. They were 
busy fighting for their king but 
they were calm and quiet in their 
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spirits while they were doing it. 
(I Chronicles 12:8). 

A lion has tremendous power 
in its jaws and it can extend those 
jaws somewhat as a large boa 
constrictor does. When a lion takes 
hold of something, he holds on 
tightly and his prey cannot get a- 
way from him easily. 

A lion in a New England zoo 
was walking in the little yard be- 
hind his. cage, He stepped on a 
thorn which the wind had blown 
there, and his paw became in- 
fected. It became very sore and 
swollen. My, how it did hurt! The 
poor lion suffered terribly because 
of it. The keeper tried to chloro- 
form the lion so that he could open

fastened a very sharp knife. He 
plunged the knife into the lion’s 
sore paw so that all the infection 
poured out. Then, quickly, he took 
another pole covered with cot- 
ton, on which he had placed a 
strong antiseptic, and pressed tha' 
into the wound he had cut. This 
did the work and the lion’s paw 
healed. 

Another very interesting inci- 
dent happened several years age 
during an animal exhibition at a 
circus.

First of all, to maintain a clear record, when my brother, 
Dr. Rice, in his first article repeatedly and effectively uses 
the phrase, “Dr. Guedj says it is wrong....” not less than 
five times, he conveys the impression that I am carrying the 


NEGATIVE side of the issue. 


It is a FACT that I AFFIRM 


that the local church is God’s appointed storehouse for His 
people’s tithes. I now reaffirm that the ONLY KIND OF 
TITHING THE BIBLE TEACHES IS STOREHOUSE TITH- 


ING. 


The negative column on the first 
article by Dr. Rice, referring to 
Malachi 3:10, states that the store- 
house mentioned in Malachi is “not 
a church house where preachers 
preach the Gospel,’ and further, 
that “it is a place of sacrifice 
where animal sacrifices under the 
ceremonial law are killed. . .”” Now 
this circumscription of the tithe 
to the Temple, as an edifice, (not 
now in existence) and to the city 
of Jerusalem, if carried to its lo- 
gical end, Brother Rice leaves the 
message of tithing only in_ the 


~Ihands of the Jews and your lit- 


eralism will leave the believer of 
this dispensation without a “more 
sure word.” But believing church 
members, being the inheritors of 
the promise, being the spiritual 
heirs of Abraham “who is the fa- 
ther of us all’’ (Romans 4:16) also 
appropriate the specific responsi- 
bilities under Scriptural tithing, 
which is storehouse tithing for the 
believer of this dispensation as it 
was for the faithful Hebrews of 
the former. 


Those who fail to see this be- 
come eclectic and selective in the 
things which they ought to obey 
in the Word of.God and play into 
the hands of those legalists like 
the Mormons and Seventh-Day Ad- 
ventists who accuse us of lawless- 
ness and antinomianism — some- 
times rightly. 

God gave to Israel this com- 
mandment that the tithe, whether 
of produce or what-not is imma- 
terial, be brought “unto the place 
which Jehovah your God shall 
choose out of all your tribes to 
put His name there” (Deut. 12:5). 

Thus Malachi’s mention of the 
“storehouse” is in line with God’s 
previous commands and is most 
certainly NOT ABROGATED BY OUR 
Lorp for He says “these [tithing 
as taught in the Old Testament, 
which is storehouse tithing and 
none other] ought ye to have done 

..” (Luke 11:42 & Matt. 23:23). 
Now, if those who disagree with 
this exposition of our Lord’s teach- 
ing will say—as they do—‘Jesus 
told this to the Jews of His day, 
and not to OQhristians,” then 
friends if WE APPLY THIS LOGIC 
TO ALL OF JESUS’ TEACHINGS, THE 
GOSPELS HAVE NO MESSAGE FOR 
CHRISTIANS and we may as well 
do only what seems right in our 
own eyes, for we have no authori- 
tative word. 

But, thank God, there are yet

legions of believers whose under- 
standing of Scriptural steward- 
ship is a bulwark against the chaos 
and the disgrace of modern day 
“giving.” Behold a nation with 
an economy measured in $254,000,- 
000,000.00 (254 billions of dollars), 
giving for all benevolent and chari- 
table as well as religious purposes 
LESS THAN 3%! The churches of 
all religions receiving less than 
1%! 

The very debacle of modern giv- 
ing points to “something wrong” 
with stewardship teaching. In ef- 
fect, those who castigate “‘store- 
house tithing’ as legalism, lest 
they should not share in the “bene- 
volence” of their listeners, are 
actually teaching a sort of “self- 
determination” in matters of stew- 
ardship which has become “self- 
ish determination” to the injury 
of all good causes! 

Saint Paul, by the Holy Spirit, 
lay down the principle of giving 
in I Corinthians 16:2 and definite- 
ly states that the believer bring 
the tithe “in store.” To quote Dr. 
Sam Bradford, Pastor of Beth- 
Eden Baptist church of Denver, 
Colorado: “All through Paul’s 
writings his assumption is that the 
people shall bring their offerings 
to the community treasury of ‘tthe 
church. It was money brought 
to such treasury that was taken 
to Jerusalem to minister to the 
saints. That money was to be en- 
trusted for carriage to certain 
ones selected by the Christian 
community or the local church. 
It was the LOCAL cHuURCH that in 
Philippians 4 had gathered support 
and sent to the Apostle Paul.” 

Brother Rice concedes the uni- 
versality of tithing, but not store- 
house tithing on the ground that 
“tithing does not necessarily need 
to be through the storehouse at 
all, the storehouse was part of the 
ceremonial law.” Granted that the 
“ceremonial law” is not longer in 
effect, but the storehouse is still 
here! The local church. It is evi- 
dent that the ceremonial law is 
the bath that served to wash the 
baby, but let us not throw the 
baby out with the bath—unless we 
want a different “baby”! Tithes 
were brought to the Temple, they 
were brought to Jerusalem, the 
Temple was a place of worship 
for God’s people. The temple is 
gone, but the principle requiring

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THE BIBLE DOES NOT TEACH THAT ALL TITHES 
MUST BE BROUGHT TO THE 
CHURCH.

It is an honor to continue the debate with my distinguish- 


ed brother and friend, Dr. Gabriel R. Guedj, pastor 


the 


Memorial Baptist Church, Fresno, California, widely-known 


Conservative Baptist leader. I 


think that as well as any man 


in America, Dr. Guedj is prepared to present the case for 


so-called “storehouse” tithing. 


Unfortunately for Dr. Guedj, 


it seems the Scriptures are against his position. 


Dr. Guedj affirms that “the 
only kind of tithing the Bible 
teaches is storehouse tithing.” So 
he does say that it is wrong for 
any Spirit-filled Christian who 
feels led of God to send part of his 
gifts to support home missions or 
foreign missions or a Bible in- 
stitute or a Christian college or a 
revival campaign directly, instead 
of sending them through the local 
church. Dr, Guedj tteaches that if 
the local church will not send 
designated funds where the donor 
requests, then the church member 
is bound to follow the will of the 
local church instead of the lead- 
ing of the Holy Spirit about where 
to send his gifts, if he is to re- 
main in that church. 

Dr. Guedj does not like “this 
circumscription of the tithe to the 
temple as an edifice.” But that 
is exactly what the Bible teaches. 
The Bible never indicates that 
tithes must be carried to any other 
building than to the temple at 
Jerusalem. If Dr. Guedj thinks 
tithes ought to be brought to a 
local church house, then he has 
a very simple way to prove it—- 
just bring a verse of Scripture 
that says that all tithes should 
be brought to the local church 
house. It was God who designated 
the temple as the place for the 
ceremonial sacrifices, that every 
tenth sheep, every tenth bullock, 
etc., should be brought there for 
sacrifice. I am just staying with 
the Bible, | 

Dr. Guedj also says, “But be- 
lieving church members, being the 
inheritors of the promise, being 
the spiritual heirs of Abraham 
‘who is the father of us all’ (Rom. 
4:16) also appropriate the specific 
responsibilities under Scriptural 
tithing, which is storehouse tith- 
ing for the believer of this dis- 
pensation as it was for the faith- 
ful Hebrews of tthe former.” 

I think my distinguished bro- 
ther made a mistake there. Here 
is the very heart of the situation. 
It is true that “Abraham is the 
father of us all,” but the Levitical 
priesthood is not the father of 
us all! And Abraham never 
brought his tithes to a temple, or 
a church house at all! Genesis 14: 
18-20 tells us that Melchizedek 
came forth to Abraham, brought 
bread and wine, and Abraham 
“gave him tithes of all.” If Chris- 
tians are to follow Abraham, then 
every individual Christian will do 
what Abraham did; he will decide 
where God wants him to give 
his means and give them by the 
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leading of the Spirit of God. If he 
follows the ceremonial law and the 
Levitical priesthood, however 
(which we are forbidden to do) 
he would give tithes to the temple 
at Jerusalem or to some other 
ceremonial place. 

This false idea that churches 
are patterned after the temple at 
Jerusalem appears continually, but 
it is always wrong. A church au- 
ditorium is not a “sanctuary.” 
There is not even any record of 
church auditoriums in New Testa- 
ment times, The preacher is not 
a priest. The pulpit is not an altar. 
Catholics and Episcopalians and 
formalists on this matter are 
wrong. Infant baptism is not given 
in place of circumcision. Masses 
are not to take the place of an- 
nual sacrifices. 

I think Dr. Guedj makes a 
mistake to bring up Abraham in 
this connection, for Abraham’s ex- 
ample proves Dr. Guedj wrong 
when he says, “The only kind of 
tithing tthe Bible teaches is store- 
house tithing.” Abraham paid 
tithes and he did not bring them 


to any storehouse, any temple, |. 


any local church! If Abraham is 
the father of us all, as Dr. Guedj 
rightly says, then neither should 
we! 

Our brother thinks that the case 
for tithing will be greatly weak- 
ened if you cannot insist that 
people must bring their tithes to 
a local church, to be passed on 
by the pastor or deacons through 
the church treasury. No; what is 
wrong about poor giving is poor 
consecration. More ritualism, more 
church authority over the con- 
science of an individual will not 
make for better giving. But that 
argument does not strengthen Dr. 
Guedj’s case. If Dr. Guedj believes 
in storehouse tithing, he should 
find it proven in the Bible and not 
argue for it because he thinks it 
would get more money for causes 
he wants supported. 

Our brother quotes Dr. Sam 
Bradford, a noble friend, as saying, 
“All through Paul’s writings his 
assumption is that the people shall 
bring their offerings to the com- 
munity treasury of the church.’ 
But both Dr. Guedj and Dr. Brad- 
ford forget to say where Paul 
said anything of the kind! Actually 
in I Corinthians 16:2 Paul plainly 
said that each Christian should 
“lay by him in store,” that is, keep 
under his own control but separate 
from his own money, the tithe. 
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How the hearts of Christians will 
be blessed. as they read these 
wonderful pages by anointed men 
of God! Nowhere else are So many 
great sermons printed in the Eng- 
lish language. Lives and homes 
will be transformed, churches set 


on fire, revivals started, lives . 
changed, souls saved! A _ few 
minutes of thoughtful, earnest 


work will bring tremendous bless- 
ings to many. I ask you in Jesus’ 
name and for the sake of your 
people to help us now. We are 
depending on you.

the bringing of tithes to the place 
of worship is Scripturally still val- 
id, and will be ’till Jesus comes. 
Some argue against storehouse 
tithing on the ground that it is a 
“Mormon idea,” a “Southern Bap- 
tist idea,” a “Catholic idea,” a 
“Seventh-Day Adventist idea,’ etc. 
Let me warn against this type of 
discreditation, In my college days 
we were cautioned not to resort 
to arguments “ad hominem,” that 
is, against the person. Let us face 
arguments, reasons, logic. Let us 
not summon prejudices against 
Mormons, Romanists, Southern 
Baptists. I for one will go on rec- 
ord in this statement: IF ALL BIBLE- 
BELIEVING CHRISTIANS GAVE OF 
THEIR TITHES AS FAITHFULLY (to 
say they are compelled to do so 
is simply not true for none of 
those people are compelled to be- 
long to their particular denomina- 
tion) AS DO THE MORMONS AND 
THE SEVENTH-DAY ADVENTISTS, in- 
stead of there being 20,000 Ameri- 
can missionaries there would be 
not less than 200,000 storming the

ramparts of world paganism, there 
would be no relief rolls, we would 
have thousands of Christian 
schools and we would hasten the 
return of our Lord by more speed- 
ily fulfilling the Great Commission. 

A pertinent question comes to 
the fore just now relative to 
“storehouse tithing,” which is the 
only kind mentioned in Scripture. 
It is this: “Why the opposition to 
storehouse tithing and when did 
it begin?” Part of my answer will 
have to await my third and final 
article, (before summation and 
rebuttal) when we shall consider 
this topic: 

“Departure from storehouse 
tithing practice is the cause of 
confusion, missionary weakness, 
local church impotence and inade- 
quate support of Christian minis- 
tries outside the church.” 

However, I wish first to quote 
Dr. Clearwaters of Minneapolis, 
for ten years Dean of the North- 
western Schools, who answers the 
auestion: “Is storehouse tithing 
Scriptural?” in a syndicated arti- 


cle thus: 

1.- “In all Scripture references 
“tithing” and ‘‘storehouse tithing” 
are synonymous. 

9.- “No Scripture authorizes or » 
instructs the individual to distri- 
bute his tithe. 

3.. “ ‘Let not thy left hand know 
what thy right hand doeth’ (Matt. 
6:1-4) was spoken of “alms” and 
not the “‘tithe.’’ ‘‘Alms” were per- 
sonal gifts beyond the tithe and 
Jesus instructed the individual to 
distribute them secretly. 

4.- “For those who say “The 
New Testament does not teach 
either tithing or storehouse tith- 
ing,’ we wish to ask, ‘Does the 
New Testament abrogate either 
by name?’ We know of no such 
abrogation.” 

Having shown from the Scrip- 
tures that the Local Church is 
God’s appointed storehouse in my 
first article, and also pointed out 
that the only kind of tithing 
taught in Scripture is storehouse 
tithing, it becomes evident, with 
the overwhelming weight of Scrip- 
ture and history, that storehouse 
tithing is the Scriptural steward- 
ship method enjoined upon all be- 
lieving church members.

Paul could have said, “Let every 
one of you on the first day of the 
week bring his tithe to _ the 
church”; but Paul did not say that 


‘nor anything like that, and did 


not even infer it. Neither did Pe- 
ter, James, John, nor Luke. We 
had just as well face the plain 
fact that, just as there is no state- 
ment in the Bible that talking in 
tongues is the Bible evidence of 
the baptism of the Holy Spirit, or 
that sprinkling is baptism, so there 
is no clear statemént in the Bible 
that all of a Christian’s tithes and 
offerings should be brought to the 
local church. It is not there. Good 
people only infer it, I suppose, be- 
cause they think it will raise more 
money for a church and their de- 
nomination and keep the gifts of 
church members more in the con- 
trol of the local church and of 
denominational leaders. You un- 
derstand they mean to do right 
and think it would be best and 
therefore they seek to find infer- 
ence for it in the Bible though the 
Bible nowhere clearly teaches it. 

Not a single theologian of note, 
not a single great commentary 
that I know anything about, af- 
firms this so-called “storehouse

tithing’’ as a Bible doctrine—not 
Strong nor Hodges; not Broaddus, 
Matthew Henry, nor Jamieson, 
Fausset and Brown, nor Spurgeon. 
This so-called doctrine of store- 
house tithing is new, and is not 
accepted by the great theologians 
of the past, has no clear support 
in the New Testament. And Chris- 
tians should be afraid of such new 
doctrines, 

My good friend, Dr. Richard 
Clearwaters, is quoted as saying, 
‘Does the New Testament abro- 
gate storehouse tithing?” Well, 
since the Old Testament neyer 
did teach bringing tithes to a local 
church, the New Testament never 
mentions such a doctrine either 
to abrogate it or to reaffirm it. 
But when the temple was done 
away with, then bringing tithes 
to the temple was done away with. 
When ceremonial sacrifices were 
done away with, then the instruc- 
tions of bringing every tenth ani- 
mal for these sacrifices was abro- 
cated. 

And it will not do to separate 
tithes and offerings since the only 
Scripture in the Bible which men- 
tions bringing tithes to a store- 


house (Malachi 3:7-10) speaks of 


tithes and offerings and says Jews 
had robbed God of both in not 
bringing them to the temple. 

Again let.me kindly remind our 
readers that Dr. Guedj thas not 
given a single clear statement in 
the Bible that Christians should 
bring all their tithes and offerings 
to the local church treasury. I 
have shown that in the Old Testa- 
ment Jews brought both tithes and 
offerings to the temple at Jeru- 
salem for ceremonial sacrifices un- 
der the Levitical priesthood as a 
part of the ceremonial law. I have 
shown that the temple was not 
a church, that there was no 
preacher, no sermon, no auditori- 
um, no public worship in the sense 
of our church services today. And 
these tithes would not support 
home missions, foreign missions, 
schools, hospitals, benevolences, or 
revivals. They would not even 
support pastors or pay for preach- 
ing the gospel. Bringing tithes to 
the temple was ceremonial law 
purely and simply supporting the 
Levitical priesthood and providing 
animal sacrifices. On the other 
hand, New Testament Christians 
are commanded to lay the Lord’s 
part by them, in store, and to give 
“every man as he purposes in his 
heart,” according to the leadership 
of the Holy Spirit.

He 
lifts his hands and they are as 
red as the blood of the Son of 
God can make them; he utters a 
shriek that goes sounding alcng 
the corridors, crying out: “Will 
they never be clean? Will they 
never be clean?” Poor Pilate, they 
never will; they never will.

And yet, with the applause 
of the people ringing in his ears 
he climbed up into the garret, put 
a pistol to his head and sent a 
bullet through his «brain. 


Did Lord Byron find it? He 
tried to find it in the pleasures of 
this world. He went the limit, but 
when he was only thirty-six he 
wrote: “My days are in the yellow 
leaf.”

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men of power. But you would sup- 
pose that in this day at least, 
thoughtful men would think more 
about what is to become of their 
souls and not so much about what | 
will happen to their bodies when | 
they die. Even Arthur’ Brisbane 
put it right when he said, “The 
question when thinking of death 
should be ‘Where doI go from 
here?’ and not, ‘Who is going to 
steal my body?’ ” 

And do you know the answer 
to this first question depends upon : 
the answer you give to the ques- | 
tion in the text, “What shall I do’ 
then with Jesus which is called! 
Christ?” What God will do with | 
us in the life to come depends ‘ine’ 
on our answer to that question in| 
this life. Listen to the words of 
Jesus: 


“Whosoever therefore shall con- 
fess me before men, him will I; 
confess also before my Father 
which is in heaven. But whosoever 
Shall deny me before men, him will 
I also deny before my Father 
which is in heaven.’ Your standing 
in the sight of men will do you no 
good in the sight of God, but as 
you deal with Jesus Christ here, so 
will He deal with you before the 
throne of God. 


As I sat at dinner one day with 
Dr. Alberton of Rochester, New 
York, he told the story of the 
dream of Daniel Curry. Daniel 
Curry was a mighty man of God in 
the Middle West. In his dream he 
ascended after death and knocked 
at the gate of Heaven. When asked 
for his name he was told it could 


not be found, but if he wished he | ‘ 


might appear before the judgment 
seat and answer for himself. He 
then found himself being borne 
rapid'y away until he came into 
the presence of a mighty shining 
light into the very midst of which 
he was ushered. It was a million 
times brighter than any light he 
had ever seen on earth and its 
dazzling effulsence seemcd to blind 
him. He could see nothing but 
light, but directly out of the midst 
of it there came a voice saying, 
“Have you always been good?” 
Alas, no, he had not. “Have you 
always been pure?” He could not 
affirm it. “Have you always been 
fair and just in your dealings with 
your fellowmen?” Some things 
that he had forgotten came back 
to his memory. “Have you always 
been charitable?” He stood con- 
demned by his own testimony. And 
as he stood there thinking that 
the end would come any second 
he heard a voice; it was sweeter 
than any mother’s voice.

Suppose we accept the second 
alternative. Can you believe for 
one single minute that the influ- 
ence which has taught us to honor 
womanhood, and revere old age, 
and care for infant life; that has 
touched this old world with all the 
beauty of holiness it has ever had, 
has been the influence that came 
out of the life and the teaching 
of a man who was an impostor? 

Well then, if Jesus was not men- 
tally unbalanced, and was not an 
impostor, then by every law of lo- 
gic and by every principle of in- 
telligence He must have been what 
He claimed to be—divine, the only 
begotten Son of God. 

You must do something with 
Him. You are up against this ques- 
tion just as much as Pilate was. 


Look at Pilate—vacillating, plas- | 


tic, pliable, Pilate—how he tried 
to wriggle out of the place he was 
in, so that he wouldn’t have to 
make a decision! Three times he 
said, “I find no fault in Him.” 
Twice he said, “You take Him and 
judge Him according to your law.” 
Once he said, “‘I will chastise Him 
and let Him go.” He sent Him to 
Herod. He tried to use the annual 
pardon for Him, but he couldn’t 
placate the crowd clamoring for 
His blood, and failing in every at- 
tempt he stood at- last -face to 
face with the issue. Now which 
shall it be, Barabbas or Christ? 
Robber or Saviour? Leader of 
riots or Prince of Peace? Weak, 
cowardly, and irresolute, he made 
his choice, ‘““‘Take Him and crucify 
Him.”’ 

©O men and women, listen to 
me! It isn’t necessary to lie in 
order to be a sinner; it isn’t neces- 
sary to steal, or to be a drunkard, 
or a gambler, or a hariot—oh, no. 
All sin starts in the same way, and 
that is in rejection of Jesus Christ. 
That God-forsaken, infamous 
Pharisee who folded his arms over 
his self-righteous, unholy heart 
and cried, “Crucify him,’ rejected 
Him just as much and was just 
as guilty as the vile rascal who 
spit in His face, or the coward who 
threw a stone at Him as they led 
Him down the street, or the howl- 
ing mob and the soldiers who drove 
the nails through His hands and 
through His feet, and put the 
crown of thorns upon His blessed 
brow. .

When the time comes that you 
must go out into the eternal world, 
would you rather go as_ infidel 
Hobbes went, saying, “I am taking 
a fearful leap into the dark,” or 
would you prefer to go as Mc- 
‘Kinley, our martyred President, 
went, saying, “Nearer, my God, 
to Thee’? Would you rather go as 
Ingersoll went, without a song at 
his funeral, or as that dear man 
of God, Dwight L. Moody, went, 
saying, “God is calling; Heaven is 
opening; earth is receding’?
